To prove their dedication, some 
students decided to take ad- 
vanced placement classes. Tak- 
ing these classes created a 
greater challenge and made it 
possible to receive a college 
credit. 

AP English, taught by Miss

tion for the AP exam, which was 
held on May 13.

Co-op wasn’t all fun. Students 
had several rules they had to 
abide by. They had to havea 
job by the first week of school 
and job changes had to be 
approved by the coordinator. 

Cooperative students were 
held responsible for keeping a 
record of their hours worked 
and wages earned. 

Any co-op student that was ab- 
sent from school and reported to 
work without their coordinator’s 
permission were in violation of 
program policy. The first time a 
student did this their job grade 
was lowered seven points. On 
the second offense the students 
automatically received an F (no 
higher than a 65) for their job 
grade. On the third offense the 
student received a zero. A princi- 
pal, coordinator, parent, and stu- 
dent conference was held and

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the student was subject to re- 
moval from the program on the 
fourth time. 

All students who had an early 
release pass got the privilege to 
leave school grounds at a desig- 
nated time. Students were 
graded by their supervisor at 
work. State law required that 
the student would have to work 
540 hours during the school 
year in order to receive credit, 
which amounted to 15 hours a 
week. 

“Co-op is good experience for 
the young people,” said coordi- 
nator Mrs. Mary Ligon. In order 
for students to co-op they had to 
be in certain classes such as 
marketing, a business class, or 
an agricultural class. 

Business co-op students 
worked as secretaries, reception- 
ist, or other jobs where they used

their typing and computer skills. 

Marketing Co-op was different 
from other co-op classes because 
students worked in marketing re- 
lated jobs. 

“People may not realize the 
majority of jobs, even in Franklin 
County, are marketing jobs, so 
what are ‘you’ preparing for?” 
asked Marketing teacher Mr. 
Doyle Kelly. 

One hundred and fifteen stu- 
dents co-oped through market- 
ing. 

Agriculture co-op students 
worked where they produced or 
marketed farming products such 
as landscaping or wood-related 
jobs. 

“Co-op is for the serious- 
minded student who is seeking 
employmentin an ag-related busi- 
ness,” replied ag-co-op coordi- 
nator Mr. James Waddy.

Approaching the age of technology 


“Poof! And we are found in the 
wonderful world of science!” said 
junior Tina Jones. 

Earth Science introduced ar- 
eas of study such as: geology, 
oceanography, astronomy, and 
meteorology.
